We  must  bear  in  mind  that  some  blind 
people  can  successfully  perform  almost 
any  job  of  their  choice.  However, 
workers  for  the  blind,  and  in  many 
instances,  blind  people  themselves,  are 
too  often  at  a  serious  loss  to  answer 
the  question i  "What  kind  of  jobs  can 
blind  people  do?"  We  like  to  say  that 
a  blind  person's  vocational  pursuits 
are  governed  by  ingenuity,  imagination, 
and  initative?  and  that  they  are 
restriced  only  from  jobs  wherein  tech¬ 
nological  aids  or  devices  cannot  be 
substituted  for  visual  requirements. 

It  is  expected,  therefore,  that  this 
listing  will  be  utilized  by  persons 
concerned  with  vocational  counseling, 
training  and  employment  of  the  blind 
as  being  illustrative  of  some  repre¬ 
sentative  occupations.
